THE WONDER DRUG

It has been said that it takes ten 
years to introduce a new medical dis- 
covery into a textbook and ten more to 


expunge it after it has been supersed- 
ed. That is not the story of pencillin, 
a new wonder-working germ-killer 
which is obtained from cheese mold. 
It is true that Prof Alexander Flem- 
ing of the University of London dis- 
covered the properities of pencillin in 
1929, but it was not until 1930 that 
Prof Howard Florey and his collabor- 
ators of Oxford had isolated enough to 
test it clinically and to establish its 
remarkable properities. No doubt it 
was the war heightened interest in the 
discovery. At any rate, pencillin has 
been hailed by physicians with even 
more praise than the sulfa drugs re- 
ceived, and a new medical term has 
passed into the vernacular.
